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When the Texas Publio fervice Ogmpany requires definite information upon the ground as to
elevationa or working npoints from whioh to base the looation of their agsirnments, they
shall apply to the Oity Enpineering Department not leea than three (3) days before such
information is required, The Texas Publio Service Qompany is further nut upon notice that
they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground
utility damaged during the oonstruction of lines named in this resolution.
